1631)in the ship 'Liont, The ship 'Lion}(Willian Plerce, Master) was a colony ship 

md carried passergers and supplies from England to the American Colonies. She is 
mentioned in Governor Winthrop's Journal several times. She made two voyages in year 
of 1961, sailin from Bristol, England, First departure from England was on Dee. 1, 1630 
and arrival in Massachusetts Bay was on Feb, 5S, 1931. The ‘Lion! Carried provisions 
and thirty-six passengers, one of which was Roger Williams, who later was the founder 
of Rhode Island, Famines prevailed in the Colony and a Fast Day had been appointed 
for Feb.6,1631, the ship's arrival was hailed with Joy and brought releif and 
encouragement to the aolonist and we can believe that the appointed Fast Day wae 
postponed, 


The 'Lion' retumed to tEngland and sadled again for the Massachusetts Ray Colony 
about the middle of August 1631, She brought on this trip, Margaret, the wife of @ 
Governor Winthrop, and his, John,, who afterwarda became the Governor of the Colony 
» Of Connecticut. Also Henry, his second son, Adam, Stephen and Mary. Anne the third 
child of this nama who was born in England after the Governor Wintrhop bad left for 
Massachusetts Bay, died on this voyage and was buried at sea, John Eliet, later the 
Great Apostle of the Indians, came with them. Which of these voyages brought John Frink 
is uncertain, His son John seemed to follow the fortunes of both Roger Williams and 
John Winthrop, Junior, which may have been due to friendshin formed on this long 
voyage. There is one tradition that he came with Roger Williams on the first trip 
and that he had with him his wife Mrs Mary Frink, The only direst knowledge we have 
of this John & Frink comes from his will dated Dee, 26, 167h in which he deseribes 
himself as John Frinke of Ipswich in America, As no record of his death can .bé found 
in America, it ig perhaps a fair inference that he died while away in Europe/ As he 
was between twenty and thirty years of age when he cane to the New World, he must 
have been seventy years of age whenk# he sailed on this last journey. As it 
commonly took from two to three months to cross the seas in those days, It is hardly 
probable that he would have gone over to England and returned in the nine months 
that elasped. between the date of the execution of his will and the date of its being 
proved,

Dear Mrs Kelley; 


My Faulk family ancestors would probably turn over in their 
graves if they knew that they were designated "distinguished" by 
Richard Wright. Of course being "distinguished" has lots of 
meaning. If it meant having a lot of children they were very 
distinguished. Otherwise they were pretty normal people with all 
the joys and sorrows of any family. 


While I was born in Missouri I moved to Vicksburg MS and 
graduated from high school there in 1931 and from LSU in 1936. I 
retired from the US Army in i966 and secured a position at a 
university in Illinois which is the reason I live here now. I am 
descended from a different line than Jesse Faulk but over a quarter 
of a century have collected a lot of data on the southern Faulks. 


There was a Robbins family in Vicksburg. There were two sons, 
Vick (named after the Rev Newett Vick, founder of Vicksburg) 
Robbins and Gwinn Robbins who is now a retired doctor in Memphis. 
Vick's last known to me address was 312 Bauslog in Gulfport. You 
can locate Gwinn in a Memphis telephone book. $9 30% 


Jesse Faulk was born in 1785 near Fair Bluff NC, the son of 
Richard Faulk and Sarah Hinnant. The Faulks and Hinnants lived in 
Johnston/Edgecombe Counties NC and Richard and Sarah moved to Fair 
Bluff about 1784. There are references to the Robbins in various 
Bladen, Columbus, Johnston and Edgecombe County records and I 
presume you have checked them out. 

Jesse married Lucy Nance 9 Jan 1809 in Columbus Co. NC. She 
was born 13 Aug 1794 and was the daughter of Wynn Nance and Dorothy 
Holmes. After Wynn Nance died Dorothy married a Robbins and I am 
pleased to know he was named Jethro. As you noted when Lucy Nance 
married Jesse Faulk, her mother gave her a woman slave as a wedding 
present. 

Jesse and Lucy sold their land in Columbus Co NC ca 1820 and 
moved to Marion Co MS. With their eleven children they soon were 
related to most of the people of the county. They were "pillars in 
the Pleasant Valley Baptist Church" on the old Columbia Road eight

| have enjoyed your material on Lucy Nance Faulk and family, and that that I received 
from Colonel Charles B. Schweizer. | have actually made quite an inroad into the 
Holmes Family (Dorothy Holmes Nance Robbins) in the last few days. A whole body of 
proof has fallen out in terms of her father's 1861 will (previously her reputed father). | 
now know that Edward Holmes is her father( and brother Gabriel Holmes named as his 
executor), and that John Holmes’ 1736 will names Edward and his brother Gabriel as 
among his children. | have accounted for all the children of Edward in land deeds, etc., 
and am quite ecstatic about the whole deal as of this weekend. 


This whole body of knowledge leads to a minimum age of 21 years old when she 
married Wynn Nance in 1782 (she was named as a child in the 1761 will along with a 
sister Mary and brother John ). He, Wynn, apparently died sometime in 1815. | have 
an 1815 advertisement in the Raleigh Star newspaper showing Edward W. and Daniel 
Holmes Nance as executors of his property, advertising for any debts that might be 
due. 


Also the following: Representative from the newly formed Columbus County 
House of Commons: Thomas Frink 1809-12; Wynn Nance 1809-10 
Senate: Wynn Nance 1811-1813; Thomas Frink 1814-1817 


This would put Dorothy Holmes Nance over 50 years old (say, 39+15 = 54) when she 
would have been free to marry Jethro Robbins. That answers your question about 
children. | will check out the original reference to the gift of a slave to Lucy Faulk by 
Dorathy Robbins in 1809 that both you and Colonel Schweizer sent to me. | also found 
it in the abstracts by my cousin Jason Williamson. Maybe there was a transcription 
error somewhere. (I can understand that. | wrote this letter by hand last night and kept 
finding errors and quit. This morning | found another. The word processor allows 
correction and insertion). 
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MORE ABOUT THE FRINK FAMILY 


A query from James M. Frink appeared in the winter 1983 issue of IRQ. One response 
came from Norman LeRand (Randy) Page, 329 A Oak Meadow, Oak Trail Shores, Granbury, TX, 
76048, as follows: 


My father's mother is Lillie Marie Frink Page. We are descended from Nicholas Frink. 
My line of descent is: Nicholas Frink 
Jabesh Frink 
Sen. Thomas Frink 
William Frink, Sr. 
William Thomas Frink, Jr. 
Doctor Thomas Frink 
James Harvey Frink 
Lillie Marie Frink Page 
Norman Edwin Page

Nicholas Frink, born in Stonington, CT, was the son of John Frink and grandson of 

Sgt. John Frink, believed to be our immigrant ancestor. The Southern Frinks by O. B. 
Prince lists Sgt. John Frink as son of John -Frink of Ipswich, MA, but Peggy Humphries, 
who compiled The Frink Family in America, says that the connection between Sgt. John 
Frink and John Frink of Ipswich cannot be proven. She lists Sgt. John Frink as the 
immigrant ancestor 


Nicholas received a land grant in 1734 for 500 acres of land near Little River, SC, 

and moved his family there. The land grant is on file in the SC Archives. The major- 
ity of Frinks in SC/NC are descended from Nicholas, but I have found another Frink 
line in SC, around Charleston, obviously cousin to Nicholas as that particular line 
also came from Stonington, CT 


Unfortunately, Mrs. Humphries’ book is out of print and I have been unable to find a 
copy, but I do have a copy of Mr. Prince's book, The Southern Frinks. Mr. Prince did 
a decent job, but did not document his findings, so I have tried to document as much 
as I can, especially in my direct line. 


Robert C. Lay, Sr., 923 Hawthorne Street, Tallahassee, FL 32308 (Telephone 904-877- 
3367) is also working on a Frink line and sent in the following information and query: 


At the head of my current chart appears: JOHN FRINK, who was born in England about 
1600 and arrived in America in 1631. Next comes JOHN FRINK II. He is followed in 
order by: JOHN FRINK III ("Junior"), NICHOLAS FRINK, JABESH FRINK (I need a verifi- 
able link for him to above group for direct-line descent.) 


Jabesh married Ruth Brewton PINCKNEY and they had Thomas FRINK (Senator), whose 
daughter Mary Ann FRINK (b. 1798; d. ) married (in 181 w. William James HICKMAN 
(b. 17903 d. ) and bore Mary Ann (Polly) HICKMAN (b. 27 July 1818; d. 10 May 1897), 
who married Ellis LAY (b. ca 1807; d. 185 mr 


To them were born the following LAY children: Mary E. (Polly), Nancy, Rebecca Ann, 
Margaret A., Temperance Belinda, William Joseph. Lorentus J. (Wrent), Asa (ace) and: 


Orren Hardy Lay, who married Mary Frances HOLT of Horry County, SC. The second of 
their six children was Barden Ellis mie: whose marriage to Clyde Walker ADAMS brought 
forth: 


Robert C. LAY, Sr. (plus five daughters and two sons). 


I am vitally interested in learning more about Ellis LAY and Mary Frances HOLT. 
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Ellis LAY: The LAY name crops up a number of times in the Horry/Columbus area. 
Joseph and John LAY appear in the Brunswick County area records as early as 1730-40, 
while the 1679 and 1772 tax lists contain Enus (Enos) and John and the.1800 U. S. 
Census lists a Joseph and two named John. Columbus County's 1810 Census has a J. LAY. 
In the 1880 Horry County, SC census, a W. L. LAY (age 29) appears along with wife 
Margaret L., sons Rubin G., Ellery H. and William, and daughter Margaret. The very 
next page shows a J. Ellis LAY (25 years), wife Catherine C., daughter Frances E. C., 
and son Calvin E. His mother, Elizabeth (age 63), is listed, too. 


Query: Who were the parents of Ellis LAY? 


Mary Frances HOLT (b. 21 Dec. 1855; d. 29 July 1906) was the daughter of Horry Counti- 
ans William Kelly HOLT, Sr. and Mary Frances CONNER. She was married first to 
HICKMAN (issue: Tom and Alec Hickman?? Was Samuel a son, too??) Mary Frances HOLT 
was the younger sister of William Kelly (Boss) HOLT, Jr.. Incidentally, when Mary 
Frances CONNER HOLT died, William Kelly HOLT, Sr. married Molly Anthony and they had 
Walter E. and Leo HOLT. 


Query: Who were the parents of William Kelly HOLT, Sr. and Mary Frances CONNER?

David MARLOW, soldier with Oglethorpe was given land grant and settled in South Carolina 
(Horry County), I think. Would like to close the gap between David and my grandfather 
Thomas Calvin MARLOW, who migrated to Florida with his family when a child (to Marian 
County, FL). : 


Mrs. Mable W. Davis, 2734 Fulton, Shreveport, LA 71109: Wants information on the 
Needham WATSON family mentioned in Sellers' History of Marion County. Sellers says he 
settled in Horry County and named one son Wickham WATSON, Would appreciate name of some- 
one willing to do research. 


Arthur C. Joy, 307 Creighton Drive, West Columbia, SC 29169: I am attempting to 
obtain information about John COOPER and his son, Rev. Ezekiel COOPER (1761-1828). In 
The Beatys of Kingston, E. S. Barnhill states that John COOPER was of French Huguenot 
descent, first apparent under the name of John Cooper in Craven County, South Carolina 
«sewas most probably the son of Henry Boisselier... There is little room for contention, 
however, that John Bossier and John Cooper of Prince Frederick's Parish are one and the 
same person." (pp. 106-107) However, in the "Memoirs of Ellen Cocper Johnson” (IRQ, 
Spring 1981, v. 15, no. 2, p. 4) is the statement that "My great-grandfather was named 
John Cooper, and came from Dorchestershire, England, to Virginia, and died there. After 
his death, his . . . sons came to South Carolina and settled in Horry County ..." 

There is no question that both writers are referring to the same person, father of 
Rev. Ezekiel Cooper and grandfather of Timothy Cooper (1803-1871) of Conway. (The latter 
married the youngest daughter of John Beaty and Elizabeth Mary Prince Beaty.) Any inform- 
ation which can assist in resolving this contradictory information about John Cooper will 
be appreciated. 

Also, both Barnhill and Ellen Cooper Johnson state that Ezekiel Cooper was a Meth- 
odist preacher, I will appreciate any information about where he preached and lived. 

I am the great-great-grandson of Timothy Cooper, through his daughter, Frances 
Elizabeth Cooper Currie, and her daughter, Eva Currie Joy.
